Description:

A simulated convention was convened in 2017 in Phoenix, Arizona to propose rules and procedures in
preparation for a future Convention of States. Several Utah Legislators attended. The Convention is the
way States can convene to discuss possible amendments to the Constitution of the United States, such as
a fiscal responsibility amendment to control our national indebtedness. The effort was extended in order to
follow up on these efforts and was formalized as the Phoenix Correspondence Commission in 2021-22.
The Commission meets 3-4 times/year and employs one part-time employee. Each State is asked to pitch
in $50,000 or whatever they can to accelerate this work. Arizona has funded $50,000 to help initiate the
Commission.
